This 1 1/2-story, 3x2 bay, gable-roofed, gable-end, side-entry dwelling wiM^ 
lateral wing is largely typical of Greek Revival residences in Eastham. 
The side ell is set even with the plane of ittain block rather th^ recessed 
in the more common configuration found in New England. Wall and eaves detail 
is limited to wide end boards and a boxed cornice with the Victorian 
attachment of decorative bargeboard on the mln bl€^^» Tfm laain entry in the 
southern bay of the main block has been boarded, but is surmounted by an 
entablature and appears to have side lights. The secondary entry consists of 
a il-'^MMl, %iooden doqr in the 8i<le ell^ f^MMi^irat^ion km wm^ km^hmkn trim and 
consists of 2/2, double-hung sash; 6/6 windows remain on the second story. 
Some casement windows have been added as replacements on the first floor of 
^e ell and in the dk>iners« X^mirered statttere ^l^re replacements.

Alterations to the site include demolition of a barn and construction of the 

garage in 1951; inclusion of the cabin moved from the Clayton Horton Colony on 
Governor Prence Road in 1970; installation of plumbing, heating electrical and 
wMtmr systems in iM0; razing of the outhoiiM c. 1948? and additicin of front 
and rear shed dormers in 1963.

Title and probate research by metnbers of the Sastham Blsl^Oir&eal Society dates 

this dwelling before 1823 to Elkanah Cobb, father-in-law of Captain 

Zara Higgins who lived nearby at 345 Aspinet Road (see Form No. 108). 

The appear ance of this hcmse, however, indieates the wmtmxmcme mmmt be to a 

different house or to one thali inaii ipbstantially aiodified to^^Mif . present Oreek 

Revival style. 

Elkanah Cobb (b. Brewster, May 30, 1757; d. Eastham, September 23, 1837) is 

listed as a }pp<Mnan on a 1828 deed. He married Jerusha Foster Cobb 

(b. Wmmi^l^mt, July 11, 1762| d. Bastham, December 20, 1845) on May 3, 1781.
